One of the many women who 
told. how they had combatted | 
up was a small, thin woman 
wearing a freshly laundered house- 
dress and a blue jacket. Her brown 


eyes bright behind her glasses, she |« 
could have been any typical small 
town wife and mother—which she 
was, until her husband became ill 
wit’; a rhenmatic heart, first oc- 
casionally ill and then incapacitat- 
ed for a few years. Not that she 
spoke of such matters. 

From Local 428, Sonotone, of 
Elmstord, N. Y., Mrs. Helen 
Cockren spoke ‘hurridly, in matter-
